
All returning citizens are advised that effective Thursday October 1, 2020, reopening visitation with strict 

guidelines and a modified schedule.   

Centre County Correctional Facility (CCCF) will be opening their lobby (GTL Kiosk to deposit money) and 

visitation (non-contact) for the public on October 1, 2020.  There are new strict guidelines that all public 

visitors must adhered to or their visit will be terminated and they must leave the facility. These guidelines are 

for the safety of the public, returning citizen(s), and our staff.   

All public visitors must enter the building with a mask and the mask must remain on until they have departed 

the building.  The public visitor will be required to complete a wellness form with a non-touch temperature 

check.   

Only the two (2) outer non-contact visitation phones in each of the housing units will be utilized.  The center 

phone will not be used, unless the public visitors is in a wheel chair.  In the visiting room there will be tape to 

indicate social distancing.   

The Following Guidelines will be enforced: 

 All public visitors must wear a mask to enter the facility and the entire time while inside the correctional 

facility, even during the visit (Central Control will not allow any visitor to enter without a mask or 

shield) 

o There are exception that precludes the mandatory Mask wearing, such as 

 two (2) years old and younger children 

 A Medical Condition with documentation, but must wear a clear shield 

 All public visitors will be required to utilize the hand sanitizer before entering the metal detector 

 Public visitors must practice social distancing (use the decals on the floor)    

 All public visitors must complete a medical wellness form with a non-touch temperature check. 

 During the visit, both the returning citizen and the public visitor must wear their mask the entire time. 

 Only two (2) public visitor per visit will be permitted to enter the facility, unless there are small children 

attending with an adult.  

 Public visitor(s) must be present for their assigned visit no more than fifteen (15) minutes prior to 

their assign/scheduled time   

The below modified visitation times are for cleaning the non-contact visitation phones, door handles, elevator 

buttons, etc…
